Greek-Turkish-Y u^osla v Treaty 


THE  signing  in  Ankara  of  the 
A Greek-Turkish- Yugoslav  Treaty 
nf  friendship  and  co-operation  Is.  both 
actually  and  potentially,  one  of  the 
maior  diplomatic  events  of  the  last 
12  months.  It*  precise  wording  Is  no! 
"(  great  importance.  The  wording 
of  treaties  is  usually  not  nearly  a*  im 
porlant  a*  the  treaty  makers  are. 
naturally  apt  to  believe  Loo^-  under 
takings  can  he  far  more - effective, 
when  II  comes  to  ihe  point,  titan  more 
rigidly  drafted  one*.  The  obvious  ex- 
ample is  ihe  unwritten  Anglo-French 
entente,  which,  when  live  test  came 
in  1914.  proved  more  effective  than 
ihe  formal  obligation*  of  Italy  to  her 
German  and  Austro-Hungarian  part- 
ner* of  the  triple  alliance. 

So  it  is  not  very  material  that  ihe 
Treaty  of  Ankara 
does  not  formally 
pledge  any  of  the 
signatories 
1o  come  to  the 
assistance  of  any 
other  in  ihe  event 
of  armed  attack.

rite  need  for  such  an  assoriarion 
springs  from,  the  geographical  facts. 
Yugoslavia.  Greece  and  Turkev  to- 
gether  span  the  peninsula  from  the 
Adriatic  to  the  Black  Sea.  To  their 
north  lie  Russia  and  her  group  nf 
satellite  *iates.  a menace  to  all  three. 
At  the  moment  Yugoslavia  t*  the 
chief  target  for  Soviet  threats  and 
Soviet  abuse.  But  Greece  ha*  only 
recently  emerged  from  a civil  war 
fomented  and  supported  by  her  nor- 
thern neighbors,  and  Turkey  knows 
that  at  any  rnomrni  Moscow  might 
revive  Its  demands  for  haves  on  the 
Bosphorou*  and  Dardanelles,  and  for 
the  cession  of  Kars  and  Ardahan 

And  *0  the  imperative  need  for 
co-nperation  in  the  fare  of  a common 
danger  has  overcome  the  difficulties 
which  always  lie  |n  the  wav  of  a new 
alliance.  Marshall  TUn.  f»»r  many 
reasons,  wo*  at  the  beginning  de- 
cidedly  reluctant  to  make  any  for- 
mal  parts  with  non-(’nmmuni«l 
Mates.  The  Greeks  could  not  easily 
forget  that  Yegnslavla.  as  well  as 
Bulgaria  and  Albania,  had  in  ihe 
earlier  phase  given  aid  and  comfort 
'0  the  Greek  Communist  rebel*. 
But  that  had  been  an  Interlude.  There 
is  an  older  tradition  of  friendship. 
Greece  and  Serbia  had  been  allied  in 
both  the  Balkan  war*  of  1912  and

So  that  despite  the  "inreiludr’  Ihe 
Greek®  do  not  feel  inward*  Yugo- 
slavia as  they  feel  towards  Bulgaria 
nr  In  some  measure,  since  1910,  to- 
wards Italy. 

Rut  it  was,  naturally  in  the  etr 
rumstance*.  the  Turks  who  last 
•spring,  discussing  mint  defensive  ar 
rangements  with  the  Greek*,  began 
to  stress  the  importance,  and  Indeed 
necessity,  of  bringing  Yugoslavia  into 
any  co-operative  defense  arrange 
mem*.  Thev  made  informal  ap- 
proaches in  Belgrade,  and  the  re 
sponse  w««  immediate  and  cordial. 
In  June  there  were  quiet  preliminary 
military  conversations  In  Belgrade, 
and  expressions  nf  friendly  feeling 
both  in  Belgrade  and  in  Athens 

In  July  Marshal  Tito,  speaking  to 
* visiting  Greek  parliamentary  dele- 
gation. said  once  more  that  Yugo- 
slavia was  not  prepared  to  join  any 
formal  pads,  but  indicated  that  ihla 
might  not  always  be  the  case.  He 
wa*  probably  testing  his  party  and- 
public  opinion.  And  ihe  response  was 
evidently  favorable;  for  a few  weeks 
later  M.  Pi  jade,  the  Yugoslav  vice- 

president.  could  say  his  government 
would  be  prepared  to  *ign  a part, 
“when  the  moment  comes." 

* * * 

From  then  on  there  were  ex- 
change* of  visits  by  military  mts- 
alons.  staff  talks  and  quiet  negotla 
tlon  until  in  early  February  it  was 
made  known  that  full  agreement  had 
been  reached  and  that  the  treaty 
would  be  signed  In  a few  week*  time.

Smre  1946  Victoria  has  paid  out  $15,450  for  the  purchase  of 
players  and  realized  $11,850  from  player  sales  This  is  a dis- 
crepaney  of  $3,600.  just  over  $300  a season,  but  the  Victmia 
I vers  today  own  Ihe  contracts  of  '28  players,  worth,  at  a con- 
servative estimate,  at  least  $15,000.
